Dr. Holcomb balioves that the plajuo can 


be wii>ed out effectually in a very short timo 
if only tho right course is pursued. Dr. Hoi- 
comb says that Governor Ulick made a" zeal- 
ous appeal to tho citizen.1 to do all in their 
power to stamp out this disease, and, as tho 
ollicers of tho state were powerless to do any- 
thing, tho only thing was to depend upon the 
good faith of tho people. He thought a com- 
mittee ought to be appointed to mark out 
tlie boundaries of a quarantine, and see to it 
that there was no movement of cattlo within 
the required timo therein.

The cattle interest o£ Kansas is a very con- 


siderablo ono. There are about 2,000,000 head 
owned iu the state, with au assessed valuation 
of $50,000,000. During the last year there has 
been an increase of about 1200,000. \Ve lind a 
disoaso hero now that is liable to distroy mill- 
ions of dollars' worth of property if not 
stamped out at once. At tho present timo it 
will require but about $25,000 to rid the stato 
of tho plaguo. Governor Glick has given all 
tho assurance in his power that tho state 
would fully reimburse all those who suffered 
if the proper efforts were rnado to prevent its 
spread, oven if this required tha killing of u 
considerable number of cattle.
